The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The following 
references are related to the claimed invention. Wakabayshi et al. (JP 9-227,549) disclose the 
production of borrelidin (1) by Steptomyces rochei Mer-N7167 (Ferm P-14670) and its isolation 
from the resulting fermentation culture, as well as specific borrelidin analogs such as 12- 
desnitrile-12-carboxyl borrelidin (2), 10-desmethyl borrelidin (3), 1 1-epiborrelidin (4) and C14, 
C15-cis borrelidin (5). Makk et al. (WO 01/091 13) disclose the preparation of borrelidin analogs 
that have undergone synthetic modification at the carboxylic acid moiety of the cyclopentane 
ring. However, these two references do not teach or suggest that the compounds of formula 1 
and formula 2 cited in claim 75. Therefore, the claims are allowable over the art of record.
